Senator Cook pointed out that 
travel Safety is significantly in- 
ferior in rural areas, with this 
reflected, in part, through “ ‘an ac- 
cidental death rate in rural 
counties 39 percent higher than 
either state or upstate 
metropolitan counties.” 

Having conducted numerous 
symposia and public hearings 
throughout the state on rural 
development over the past five 
years, the Commission, whose 
vice-chairman is Assemblyman 
William L. Parment, had 
developed three legislative 
proposals. These are intended to 
na stretch the limited financial 

and technical assistance available 
to address rural roads and 
transport problems: 

Creation of the Local Road 
Classification Task Force. This 
body, comprised of local highway 

officials, DOT and Department of 
Agriculture and Markets 
representatives, local businesses 
and College of Agricultura, and 
Life Sciences researchers from 


Cornell, is developimg alternative | 


classifications and guidelines for 
low-volume local roads. According 
to Senator Cook, a particular con- 
cern for this group is to make 
more feasible engineering stan- 
dards for local roads, Often, high 
standards suitable to heavy traffic 
volume roads are enforced for 
rural road construction, resulting 
in the phenomena of a few miles 
of excellent road built or repaired, 
while others must be left out en- 
tirely due to insufficent funding 
7 aa to do the job to stan- 
dard. 


On the agenda for 1988 is the 
establishment of a Priority Local 
Roads Program in DOT which 
would promote a cost-effective ap- 
proach to the use of construction 
and maintenance funds. The 
program would enble state and lo- 
cal officials to identify and put 
priorities on local roads in accor- 

with criteria developd by 
the the Task Force. 

Another bill in the offing would 
establish a State Local Roads 
Research Board, to be adminis- 
tered by the new office of Rural 
Affairs. This body would develop 
innovative procedures for rural 
roads and bridges building and 
maintenance programs. It would 
also promote joint equipment pur- 
chasing practices of localities and 
technology transfer projects. 

Despite recent increases in 
state aid, Senator Cook pointed 
out, total state aid for local high- 
ways in constant dollars is down 
from a high of $171 million in 
1967 to an estimated $78 million 
in 1984-85. Investment in road 
networks actually decreased 52 
percent over the period from 1964- 
84. 

The Commission emphasizes a 
systemic approach to assess and 
address the needs of the state and 
rural transportation infrastruc- 
ture. “The point is, we cannot ask 
policymakers and the public to 
simply throw more money at the 
needs and problems associated 
with our state and local road net- 
work—an important consideration 

is the need to devise planning 
and manage ment tools that will 
assist the state and municipalities 
in making their individual 
tion resource allocation 
decisions. Future road an bridge 
improvement needs at all levels in 
bens system very likely will exceed 
dollars available: to meet 
eat the Senator concluded.
